However, the weok has shown
that both are Joving money fast, and this being
the case, the olg Learune bas much the best of
it, beeanse it= salary list |s less than the other
and it bas been longer established, and there-
fore ts mure firmly rooted than the wDew
organization, Besidos, the week has shown ns
that the old League I8 advancing in public
favor. New League supporiers have fallen
wonderfully off at Boston, Philadelphin and
Brookliyn. Thess are wvery important pointa,
and if this falling off continues [ expect 10 hoar
something drop, and drop very beavily.

It must be something
very remarkable if better players cannot be
socured in the country ; it would, indeed, bDea
puzzie to get 3 worse lot of plavers, There isa
move on fool for oibker clubs to contribute the
best of their surplus players o the Pittsburg
clab. 1 casnot be done 100 soon. And the
local Players' Leagne team has also made a
miserable sbhow, Bul when we reflect, the
team's performance is not much, If auy, worse
than it was last year. Chicapo’s Players' Leagne
club bas also fallen to pieces and this bears out
whrt I previously sald, viz: They sre not hit
ters enougih to be champions. Bostou, Brooklyn
aud Cleveiand are going along as nsual. New
York is piaying much better and Philadelphia
continues 1o play very questionable ball, Alte-
gether, there has been Little, indeed, to be propd
of during the woek in the way of good ball
pleriog.

ments made 1 arecent sketch of Sullivan’s
life by s writer who is now in San Francisco.
The correspondent says: “The gentlaman now
n San Francisco evidantly knows lLittls about
Sallivan's early history, and not much more
about any particular part of bis life time. He
gives usto understand that Sullivan learned
his fighting at the place where he was born,
Bandon, lreland, and in bis sketch ajso fails 1o
distinguish any difference between things Irish
and things English. *‘Yankee' Sullivan's right
name was Franeis Ambrose. When buta lad
he left his hows at Bandon, Irelaud, and made
his way to London, where he learned what little
he knew of boxing. He subsequontly was con-
wicted of stealing & coat at Epsom races,
an sentenced to penal servitude at
Botany Bay for seven years, mnot
years, as the sketch referred to states
After serving part of the time Couutry Mc-
Closky, who was a saflor and who was defeated
by Tom Hyer in a battle of 100 rounds, assisted
to America. Wa are told that
he went to En, d from hereas the ‘Flow
Boy' to ight Hammer Lane. Hgo did nosuch
thing. Lane's party knew exactly that Lan
was matched to fight James Sullivan, of
America.

“seconds” counting only in case of a tie. Last
February the Assoclation decided to count
points instead of firsts, allowing five points for
a firat place, two for & second and ons for a
third, Tlys role will, of course, result in
greatly increasing the list of entries. and prob.
ably 500 numes will be found in the 15 events in
place of the 820 of 1ast year. This, together
with the extramely hizh order of performances
that will be done, will make the meeting the
greatest that has ever been beld in the history
of amateur athletice.
